Britain's farmers have been kicked in 
the plums. And their nuts have also 
been hit hard, according to a report 
published today. 


The damning report 
blames a lack of invest¬ 
ment by successive 
Governments for the 
drastic decline in the 
country’s plum industry. 
And it claims that walnut 
growers have also been 
neglected by successive 
administrations. 

BOASTED 

In 1948 Britain boasted 
over 8,000 farms in the 
plum sector alone, each 
one producing an average 
of over 200 plums a year. 
Today that number has 
dwindled to less than 
eight. In the same period 
Britain’s balance of wal¬ 
nut trade has gone into 
deficit. We now import 
twice as many walnuts 
from Norway as we sell 
each year to Japan. 

ROASTED 

British plum exports were 
once the backbone of the 
world Christmas pudding 
industry. But in the last 
decade the flow of plums 
overseas has been 
reduced to a trickle, with 
only 348 British plums 
finding their way onto for¬ 
eign markets last year.
